The open season for hunting deer 
j in Wisconsin will begin at sunrise 
I on Nov. l l and close at sunset on 
Nov. 30. W ithin that period it is ex­ 
pected that at least 6,000 deer will 
be killed. State Game W arden John 
j A. Sholts, Sparta, says 
that 
deer 
ar© plentiful in the state, and that 
I if weather conditions are favorable 
more than 6,000 deer will be killed 
during the season. He estimates that 
there are about 20,000 deer in the 
state. Some of them run over into 


I Michigan and Minnesota occasional­ 
ly, but most of them return. 
The 
feeding spots in Wisconsin are the 
• best in the northwest. While the 
lumber barons were cutting the pine 
| trees they fed their big horses with 
the finest 
of tim othy 
and 
other 


I grasses. Later the roads and trails 
of the northern part of the state re­ 
produced these grasses and now fine 
feeding lands can be found in all 
sections of that part of the state. 
in addition, a considerable propor­ 
tion of the land has been brought 
under cultivation and the deer go 
foraging on cabbage fields and oth- 
| cr vegetables. The foraging of the 
deer has almost become a nuisance 
in some districts and during the last 
session of the legislature a bill was 
introduced providing that the state 
be liable to property owners 
for 
damage done by deer. The bill did 
not become a law. 
It is unlawful for a person to buy, 
sell or ofter for sale any deer or 
part of the carcass of a deer at any 
time. Hunters must 
hereafter kill 
their deer themselves instead of buy­ 
ing them from local hunters, as was 
often the case in years past. 
Many Will Hunt 
State Game W arden 
Sholts says 
he can’t estim ate the num ber 
of 
hunters that will be in the field d u r­ 
ing the open season for deer, but it 
will be up in the thousands. He es­ 
timates that about 80,000 residents 
have secured hunting licenses since 
the season opened on Sept. I. Per­ 
haps one-fourth of these will hunt 
for deer. That estimate may be large, 
but nearly every adult man in the 
central and northern part of 
the 
state has an 
opportunity 
to hunt j 
deer. So far licenses to hunt d e e r1 
have been issued to 175 non-resi-! 
dents. This number may he doubled! 
by the time the season opens. The! 
price of a license for a resident is i 
| $1 and for a non-resident $25. 
A 
1 non-resident may secure a license to 
hunt small 
game, 
everything but 
deer, for $10. So far this season 459 
of these licenses have been issued. 
If more snow falls in the northern 
part of the state, or, rather, if snow 
falls in the deer counties prior to 
th© open season the number of deer 
killed will be unusually large, State 
Warden Sholts 
says. 
It 
is well 
known that a cover of snow helps 
deer hunters. The deer are big and 
[fat this season as feeding conditions 
j have been excellent. 
Will Put on Extra Wardens 
State Game W arden Sholts is pre- 
I paring to put about fifteen extra dep- 
j uty Wardens on his force for 
the 
I deer season. His regular force con- 
1 sists of sixty deputies. He is plan­ 
ning to put most of these deputies 
Into the deer counties during the op- 
j en season and will insist on a strict 
j enforcement of the laws. 
W here Deer May Re Killed 
Deer may be killed In all but th ir­ 
ty-eight of tho seventy-one counties 
j of the state. The last legislature add- 
( ed the county of Door to the list in 
I which deer may be taken. In Mil­ 
waukee county the hunting of deer 
; is Prohibited, but it is not likely that 
j there are any wild deer in that coun- 
| tv. In Dane county, however, which 
comes under the ban, there are wild 
[deer, especially in the western part 
of the county.
